Rejlved, ‘Chat tae real and perfonal property of 
his Majefty thould be fecured, and not be confider- 
éd as appertajning to, or under the cestroul ef the 
Prince Regent. 

Refolved, ‘I'hat the perfons attendant on his Ma- 


jefty, and the officers of the houthold in general, 


fhould be under the exclufive controul of her Ma- 


jetty. 
Earl Camien rofe, and lamented that his age and
